Speaker Champ Clark impressed on 
members of the Business Men’s 
League, at the luncheon at the 
Planters Hotel today, that revival of 
freight traffic on the Mississippi 
River would be necessary if the 
business men of St. Louis and the 
Mississippi Valley wished to participate 
in tne increased commerce which wilh 
cule to America by reason of the open- 
aig OF the Panama Canal. 

Speaker Clark was invited by the 
members’ conference of the league to 
deliver the first address in a campaign 
that is being launched by the league 
for the development of Mississippi River 
traffic. United States Senator Joseph 
E. Ransdell of Louisiana, who has long 
been one of the strongest advocates of 
river improvement, was a guest at the 
luncheon. 

The taxpayers of this great valley,“ 
Speaker Clark said, paid their full 
share of the cost of the Panama Ca- 
nal, and the question pressing home 
upon them for solution is: 

Having footed, their share of the ex- 
pense, are they going to share in the 
rich commercial harvest, or are they 
going to sit with folded hands, doing 


nothing for themselves while the lake, 


gulf and sea coast cities wax fat by 
reason of new commercial facilities and 
our increased commerce. 
Depends Upon Business Men, 
“When I voted for the huge canal ap- 
propriatiors, it was in the belief that 
the Mississippi Valley would be one of 
the chief beneficiaries of this stupend- 
dus and beneficent achievement and she 
will be, provided hér business men wake 
up to a glear and full Realization of the 
sitvation: : 
The. people of this city, of this State, 
of this valley, have a golden opportun- 
ity’ to grow tn wealth. and population,

Speaker Clark pointed out that. the 
growth in population of the. Mississipm 
Valely states, as shown by the last 
census, was very small, while there was 
an enormous increase in the coast and 
lake states and cities. The states of 
Missouri, Iowa, Arkansas, Mississippi, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Indiana, Kansas 
and Nebraska, constituting the heart ot 
the Mississippi Valley, failed to gain a 
single Congressman in the last cen- 
sus. He said that the remedy for the 
disparity in groWth between the Mis 
sissippi Valley states and the coast anc 
lake states was to re-establish cheap 
water transportation on the 16,900 mile; 
of navigable rivers. 

Missouri Should Take Lead. 

“It is absolutely necessary,“ the 
Speaker continued, that this be done 
unless we desire to lag behind in the 
race for prosperity, commerce, busi- 
ness, wealth and population. Of all the 
valley states Missouri has the most 
miles of navigable streams. These 
great rivers should be made naviga- 
ble in fast as well as in theory, and 
Missouri owes it to herself and the 
country to lead in this matter.“ 

The Speaker criticised former Senator 
Theodore Burton of Ohio for his opposi- 
tion to Mississippi River improvement. 
He declared that the Great Lakes on the 
north of Ohio and the Ohio River on the 
east and south had been properly im- 
rroved under the direction of Burton. 

Speaking of the “‘pork barrel” charges 
so often made in connection with river 
improvements, Speaker Clark said: 

“Of course, there was no ‘pork’, in the 
appropriations when Ohio’s harbors and 
rivers were improved. This cry of ‘pork’ 
always reminds me of the old definition 
of orthodoxy .and heterodoxy: Ortho- 
doxy is my doxy; heterodoxy is your 
doxy.

RELATIONS OF U.S. 
| AND AUSTRIA NOT 
MARKED BY DUMIBA 


“High Official, Speaking for 
Vienna Government, Says 
Friendship Will Continue. 


CANDIDATES FOR THE POST 


Many Already in the Field 
Washington Incident Barely 
Mentioned in Press. 


By Associated Press. 

VIENNA, Sept. 19, by courier to Ber- 
lin and thence to London, Sept. 2.— 
The recail of Dr. Constantin Thedor 
Dumba, Austro-Hungarian Ambassadcr 
to the United States, cannot have any 
possible effect on the existing good re- 
lations between Austria and the United 


States, according to assurance given to 
the Associated Press, . authoritativels, 
by a high official, speaking for the Gov- 
ernment. 

Thus far no report of any nature has 
been received from Dr. Dumba and it 
is assumed here that because of the 
difficulties of communication he will 
wait until he can make a report in per- 
son. Until such a report is available 
the Government has no information con- 
cerning the affair further than what 
has appeared in the newspapers, it is 
stated, and feels compelled to exercise 
reticence. Despite this, however, the of- 
ficial referred to the Government's at- 
titude as follows: 

“The Dumba incident cannot have any 
influence whatever on the good rela- 
tions of the two nations. The wish ex- 
pressed in the American note that the 
friendly and cordial relations may re- 
main in effect is shared to the fullest 
degree by the Austrian Government. 

Good Faith of America. 

“The American Government undoubt 
edly considered itself im good fait» 
bound to request the Ambassador’s re- 
call. Cases of recall of Ambassadors 
often have occurred in peace times with- 
out any especial importance being 
ascribed to them, and the Dumba case 
should be considered from the same 
standpoint.”

“The matter is still under consideration 
and it is possible that the American note 
will be replied to.“ 


The correspondent learned that there 
was no lack of candidates already for 
appointment as Ambassador to Wash- 
ington. The press was not permitted to 
refer to the affair in any way until last 
Wednesday, when only the Neue Freie 
Presse published, with a short comment, 
the American note and the letter, writ- 
ten by Dr. Dumba to Baron Burian, the 
Austrian Foreign Minister, which was 
taken from James F. J. Archibald. The 
wther papers published the news tne 
following day without a word of com- 
ment. Since then the affair has not 
been referred to.

TELLS OF RECENT ATTACK 
ON THE HEART OF LONDON 


Says British Capital Is vast Airy City — Told 
Not to Hit St Paul’s or Westminster Abbey 
_ Regrets Killing of Ncn-Combatants.

London is a vast military center and a military defended city 


in every sense. The laws of war, written or unwritten as applicable to 
aerial warfare, therefore properly point to aerial attack, so far as con- 
cerns everything usable for military purposes, such as the big railway 


stations, banks, 


docks, ship yards, industrial establishments, etc. 


“If anyone believes that London is not ‘defended’ and particularly well 


defended at that, he should have been at 


my side in the front gondola of 


my Zeppelin in my last attack on London, a few nights ago, and seen the 
red, angry flashes of scores of cannon belching shrapnel at my craft.”

In March I had the good fortune of 
meeting Lieut.-Commander Hansen of 
the U-16, but now ommanding one of 
the latest and biggest U-boats, at a 
dinner, and had the first interview 
with a submarine commander during 
the present war. Hansen had just 
come back from a cruise duriog 
which he had sunk five steamers, 

Today I was so fortunate as to 
have the opportunity to. talk with 
the man in command of the latest 
aerial attack on London, Lieutenant 
Commander Mathy .is the commander 
of the L-——, ond of Count Zeppelin’s 
latest, biggest and fastest cruisers of 
Germany’s aerial fleet, the value of 
which, as a scouting craft for the navy, 
has been much underestimated abroad, 
since fighting craft have, as Count Zep- 
pelin told me in February, by no means 
reached their final development. That 
despite their size they are not 80 easily 
hit and brought down as has been the 
genera; impression is evident from the 
fuct that ‘the Germans have lost no 
Zeppelins in any of their numerous at- 
tacks on England. 

Attacking under cover of the night, 
coming and going with great speed, 
and disappearing within a few min- 
utes, they are like a vision in the 
night. The aeroplanes of England's 
flying corps have so far proved no 
defense against the Zeppelin raids, 

Mathy is a man of perhaps 34, with 
a closely cropped head; which gives 
him the appearance of being entirely 
bald, with a smooth face and figure 
as slender and supple as a young 
woman's. He was formerly the com- 
mander of a destroyer in the torpedo 
tlotilla. Like the officers of the Ger- 
man submarineg I have met, he made 
the impression of being all nerves, 
and those nerves of Steel. 

Has Made 100 Flights. 

Mathy and his Zeppelin have par- 
ticipated in every attack made on 
England from the air. His last which 
was on the downtown city of London, 
was his “century Zeppelin run,” his 
hundredth voyage in the air, counting 
his training and trial trips, he told 
me. 

“What I call luck has played a big 
part with me,” he declared. And 
Mathy has been lucky. Despite some- 
thing which I cednnot mention, but 
which every superstitious believer in 
omens and signs would regard as a 
very magnet of disaster and ill-luck, 
Mathy has been lucky.

As nothing in this war has appealed 
nore to the popular imagination and 
awakened greater interest than the 
war under sea and in air I asked 
fathy to tell me about his last attack 
In London. 

“I wih, so far as I can without 
disclosing what might touch upon 
military secrets, and that is pretty 
much everything of interest about a 
Zeppelin,” was his reply. Even the 
secrets of Germany's famous sub- 
marines are not guarded as closely 
and jealously as the Zeppelina, 

I have begn aboard one of the largest 
(}-boats, looked through the periscopes, 
and went through her from stem to 
stern, but I have never been able to 
get within gunshot of one of the Zep- 
velin harbors. Even the officers and 
crew of the war Zeppelins have been 
carefully kept away from the corres- 
rondents, or rather the correspondents 
from them. I promised Mathy I 
wouldn't ask him any questions to get 
tim into trouble with the Admiralty. 

“It was my hundredth Zeppelin cruise, 
counting my training trips, and I was 
much interested In it because of that, 
‘+d wor dering whether I would safely 
round out my century,” said the com- 
ruander of the 1 —. “I had taken 
my Zeppelin safely to Fnglaud and back 
sveral times, and learned something of 
value on each trip applicable to the 
next time. 

New Sort of Warfare. 

“The first time I took my Zeppelin to 
England was something akin to discov- 
ering a new country and my apres 
sions were much more vivid than now. 
It and some of the following trips were 
more or less experimental. We had 
much to learn. Despite all our prac- 
tice and training it was a new sort of 
warfare, in which we had more or Jess 
to feel our way, stady aerial strate- 
gems and aerial tactics, learn to lo- 
cete in the darkness the military points 
and objects which we desired to attack. 

We had to study the aerial currents 
about the North Sea and England. What 
we have done to England so far is by 
ne means all we can do, now that we 
heve learned maay things we did not 
krow and that it was necessary to 
know. 

“The Zeppelins had to be their own 
scouts and information gut‘ere’s, Now, 
for the first time, my instructions were 
to attack certain points in the down- 
town city of Londorf, such as railway 
stations, bridges and industrial estab- 
lishments. 

“Strict orders were given to do 
everything possible te avoid hitting 
St. Paul’s and the other churches, 
the museums and palaces, Westmin- 
ater Abbey, the Parliament houses 
and, of course, the residential dis- 
triets, 

“IT want to say there is not an ot 
ficer or a man in the serial fleet who 
doesn’t. feel ft as deeply when he 
learns that women and children and 
other noncombatants were killed as 
does the gunner or commander of 
big gums when he hears his shell 
doesn’t strike exactly where he want- 
ed it to and resulted in the death 
or injury of noncombatant 

“In fact I had much rather stand 
on the bridge of a torpedo boat fight- 
ing ship against ship than attack a 
city from the air, although not be- 
cause the danger to me is much 
greater in the latter case. 

“Let .me say that the Zeppelin 
voyage to England and back depends 
largely on the weather and wind. It 
they are very favorable, it can be 
made in less than a night by our new 
fast cruisers. But you want to know 
about my last attack on London. 

“The weather stations and meteoro- 
logical balloons attached to the aerial 
ger vice reported favorable conditions, 
The colder the weather the more we 
ean carry.

Von: Betastorfi's Memorandum. 


Attached to it is: the copy of a inemo- 
tandum filed by Count von Bernstorff 
with Sécretary of. State Lansing, to 
which Capt. von Papen makes references 
in His report to the German Minister or 
War. According to the German mili- 
tary attache, Count von Bernstorff tele 
graphed the State Department a re- 
quest to. give out the memorandum fo- 
publication. This request, he says 
elicited the. reply that the State Depart- 
ment could not find the méemorandun) 
and askéd for another copy. Von Bern- 
storfft's paper follows: 

“A number of leading newspapers in 
various parts of thé country have 
simultameéously published articles pur- 
porting to lay bare an attempt cn the 
part of the Gérman Government to pur- 
chase arms and ammunition plants in 
the United Statés. The: circumsiances 
that these publications are almost iden- 
tional in language and contents permit 
the contitision that they are the fruics 
Of a oöncerted effort to arouse suspl- 
cion against the actions and intents of 
the German Government. 

This appears all the more plausible 
because the newspapers in question 
speak of ‘a German plot to gain pos- 
besslon of the plants making war ma- 
terial, in order to embarrass the United 
States in the prosecution of its poli- 
dies.” In other words, the German Gov- 
erument is: accused of trying to get 
into a position where it might success- 
fully force the United States to aban- 
don its policies for lack of means with 
which to enforce them. The intention 
of, the publication therefore becomes 
lain. It is a deliberate effort to em- 
roll the German Government with the 
United States, and to influence public 
opinion by alléging a virtual threat on 
the part of Germany. For these rea- 
Zons, it is imperative to cal lthe atten- 
tion of the public to the truth, includ- 
ing such considerations as the follow- 
ing:

One Dumb Letter to Come. 
The copy of Dr. Dumba’s letter, in 
which the Austro-Hungarian Ambassa- 
dor comments on the attitude of Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Lansing, it 
was said, had not yet reached the de- 
partment. Five of the letters made pub- 
lic in Great Britain yesterday were also 
kiven out by the State Department to- 
day, 

In addition to correspondence already 
published, the Department divulged a 
translation of a letter addressed to the 
“Royal Ministry of War, Berlin,” by 
von Papen, dated New York, Aug. 20, re- 
garding probable sale of war materia's 
to the Dutch and Norwenlan Govern- 
ments. The translation of the letter was 
as follows: 

“Recently news has come in here from 
various sources that the Duten and 
Norwegian Governments re lying war 
materials, such as powder, toluol, etc. 
J reapectfully beg the Royal Ministry 
of War to be good enough to let me 
know whether there would be any ob- 
jection to a sale of war material by us 
to the countries mentioned in, the event 
of the Governments or their representg- 
tives here guaranteeing that no further 
sale of the goods shall take place. 

“On the Norwegian Government I 
could probably unload a large portion 
of the Lehigh Coke Co.’s toluol which 
is lying here useless in storage.“ 


Safe Conduct for Mme. Dumba. 
The Austro-Hungarian embassy has 


asked the State Department to use its 
good offices to get a safe conduct from 
the allies for Mme. Dumba, who plans 
to sail from New York on the steam- 
ship Rotterdam, Sept. 28. Acting Secre- 
tary Polk communicated with the Brit- 
ish and French Ambassadors and safe 
conduct for Mme. Dumba, it is said, will 
be assured. 

The fact that no request was made for 
safe conduct of the Ambassador is taken 
here as an indication that Dr. Dumba 
has not yet received definite word from 
his Government regarding his future. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—Col, Edward 
M. House, President Wilson's friend and 
unofficial adviser, whose name appeared 


in the letter writeen by Dr. Dumba, the | 


Austro-Hungarian’ Ambassador at 
Washington, to the Austro-Hungarian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, made pub- 
lic last night in London, said today: * 

I have spoken to Dr. Dumba on sey- 
eral occasions. The only time I can re- 
call when the questions of .munitions 
came up was some time ago when I said 
I did not think that the United States 
would stop the exportation of ammuni- 
tion to any country. 

“I did not quote President Wilson, but 
gave this as my personal opinion.”’ 

Dr. Dumba, in his letter, reffered to 
Col. House as foliows: 

The true ground for the discourag- 
ing attitude of the President lies, as his 
confidant, Mr. House, already informed 
me in January, and now has repeated, in 
the fact that the authorities in a serious 
crisis would have to, rely on neutral for- 
eign countries for all their war material. 
At no price and in no case will Mr. 
Wilson allow this source to dry up.“

Love of John C. C. Mayo, Ken- 
tucky Millionaire and Poli- 
tician ‘Paternal at First.

CINCINNATI. O., Sept. 22.—For tout 


hours on the witness stand vesterday, 
Mrs. Estelle Cooper Gay, member of a 
rrominent family in Mount Sterling, 
Ky., and former actress, traced the de- 


tails of her love affair with John C. C. * 


Mayo, late millionaire and political 
leader of Kentucky, whom she called 
the “Czaf of the Kentucky Mountains.’ 
Unshaken by examination and cross- 
examination, Mrs. Gay clung to her 
story that a child of which Mayo was 
the father, was born to her in this city 


in 1913, that it was taken from her 
and that she had been unable to re- 
cover it. 

She was testifving in the hearing on 
her application for a writ of habeas 
corpus ordering Dr. S. J. D. Meade, a 
prominent physician, and his mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Laura Mullins, to present 
“John C. C. Mayo Jr.“ in court. Meade 
denies that he attended Mrs. Gay at the 
birth of a child. 

In her testimoney Mrs. Gay mentioned 

names of. a congressman, a coal 
magnate and a senator in addition to 
prominent professional men. She de- 
clared that former Congressman C. 
Pascomb Slemp of West Virginia gave 
her $400 when she was in distress after 
Mayo’s death. 


Aidded by a Senator. 


Se said also that former Senator 
Watson of West Virginia, another 
friend of Mayo, made it possible for her 
tc receive treatment at the Roosevelt 
Hospital, New York City, and offered 
ber $1500, with which to go to Europe. 
She testified that Attorney W. S. Stew- 
art, member of the firm of Hagar and 
Stewart, Kentucky lawyers, and repre- 
sentative of the Mayo estate, told her in 
New York that he had employed Dr. 
Meade to take away the child, that he 
“hoped she would starve” and that she 
could do nothing, as she had no evi- 
dence. She declared that Michael 
Roche, West Virginia coal magnate, 
knew of her condition before the birth 
of “John C. Mayo Jr.“ 

Amos: Foster, attorney for Mrs. Gay, 
read a statement which she is alleged 
to have made in New York, when a suit 
for $100,000 against the Mayo estate was 
contemplated. In the statement is traced 
the love story of Mayo and Mrs. Gay. 
She tells how Mayo befriended her in 
Mount Sterling, Ky., after the death 
of her father; how he sent her to Cin- 
cinnati to study music.

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He Organized Society for Pre- 
vention of Vice 43 Years Ago 
and Directed Activities. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 22—Anthony Com- 
stock, for more than # years New 
York City’s ‘moral censor, died at his 


home on Beekman road, Summit, N. 
J., at 8:15 o' clock last night. 

Following a vacation at Asbury Park, 
Comstock returned to his home a few 
days after Labor day complaining of 
ilIness. He appeared to be afflicted 
with intermittent fever. A few days 
ago pneuomla developed. 

His family physician, Dr. John Burl- 
ing, called in specialists, but because 
of ‘his advanced age it was apparent 
that there was little hope of recovery. 
Comstock was in his seventy-second 
year. 

Deseribed by those who knew him best 
as perhaps the most vigorous and cer- 
tainly the most spectacular crusader 
against vice that America has known, 
Comstock first came into prominence 
45 years ago, when he founded the New 
York Society for the Suppression of, 
Vic».

Indicted Realty Dealer Unable 
to Explain Alleged Duplicate 
Deed of Trust. 


Charles Christian Crone, realty dealer, 
under indictment on four charges of 
first degree forgery in connection with 
real estate transactions, was in Judge 
Shields’ court three hours yesterday aft- 
ernoon and testified in a civil case in 
which evidence was introduced to show 
that he failed to have one deed of trust 
on a piece of North St. Louis property 
released after it had been cancelled by 


a second deed and had paid $60 semi’ 


annual interest to the holders of both 
deeds, one of which was worthless. 

The suit was brought by Mre. Fred- 
ericka Uhlemeyer to set aside a first 
deed of trust on property which she 
owns at 4509 Blair avenue. This deed is 
held by Louis Hild, former proprietor 
of the Laclede Hotel barber shop, who 
purchased it from Crone three years 
after it had been satisfied, according to 
Mrs. Uhlemeyer’s contention. 

Mrs. Uhlemeyer testified that the first 
deed was given by her and her husband, 
Henry Uhlemeyer, in 1898 as security 
for a $2000 loan negotiated through 
Crone. It originally was held by Mrs. 
Mary Bach. This deed was taken up by 
the Uhlemeyers June 17, 1910, she testi- 
fied, and a new deed was executed to 
take its place. 

Medical society Gets Deed. 

Mrs. Bach testified that she surren- 
dered the first deed to Crone, who gave 
her other security for her investment. 
The new deed eventually became the 
proprty of the St. Louis Medical Society 
as a part of a memorial bequest to the 
society by Dr. J. J. Bartscher. The 
deed had been bought from Crone by the 
executors of the Bartscher estate, who 
did. not know there was another deed 
covering the same property. 

It was the discovery of the Hild mort- 
gage against the Uhlemexer property by 
Dr. R. Emmet Kane, president of the 
Medical Soctety which caused a grand 
jury investigation of Crone’s business 
affairs. 

At yesterday’s trial, books from 
Crone’s real estate office were intro- 
duced to show that semi-annual interest 
rayments of $60 each were made regu- 
larly by the Unlemeyers on the new 
mortgage. These payments, according 
te the testimony of Dr. R. M. Funk- 
heuser, chalr man of the Bartscher fund, 
were turned over to the Medical So- 
ciety by Crone. Attorney Hausman, 
representing Hild, told the court that 
Hild also received $60 semi-annual pay- 
ments from Crone and supposed they 
came from the Uhlemeyers,. Crone, on 
the stand, was not asked to explain

MONTREAL, Sept. 18.—‘‘ You never can trust a German.

proved it by experience, and you in the States will find it out to your 
sorrow if you come to a break.

I am quoting verbatim one of the mil- 
itary officers in charge of Canadian in- 
terment operations. It was his answer 
to my question, “Why dees Canada re-

born Canadians of German extraction, 
And not one of them is allowed to fight 
for his country.

The Canadian censorship has been 
tightened and the “alien enemy” has 
been placed under-a much closer sur- 
veillance in the last two months, 
cause of the activity of spies and propa- 
gandists with bomb and torch. Such 
troubles, however, have been few in com- 
parison with what has happened in 
the United States. 


The Dominion authorities have discov- 
ered cunspiracies to foment strikes in 
munition plants, but none has succeed- 
ed. There has been up to the date of 
this writing no labor trouble in Canada 
worth mentioning. Canadian working- 
men, crganized and unorganized, con- 
demn the strikes in Great Briain. 

Attempts to destroy the Victoria 
Bridge across the St. Lawrence River 
at Montreal since the dynamiting of the 
bridge at Vanceboro, Me., have been 
frustrated. A large part of the war 
supplies manufactured in Canada must 
pass over this bridge on the Govern- 
ment (Intercolonial) railway to the sea- 
board.

placed under strict patrol. Only one 
entrance to each building is now open, 
and the visitor must be known or must 
present a pass to obtain admission 

Three regiments garrison Halifax 
harbor and the waters of the Mari- 
time Province and Newfoundland are 
patrolled against possibility of German 
submarine attack. Periodically the 
rumor spreads that hostile craft have 
been seen down the St. Lawrence. 

During the summer photographs of a 
German U-boat were displayed at Mur- 
ray Bay with a request that residents 
report to the authorities the appear- 
ance of any strange craft. Montreal 
and Quebec ‘were greatly agitated by 
rumors that a German submarine base 
had been discovered but censorship per- 
mitted no reference to it by the Cana- 
dian papers. 

There is widespread belief in Canada 
that invasion from the United States 
by armed German sympathizers is an 
actual menace. A rumor long ago dis- 
credited in New York is credited in 
Canada to the effect that Germans 
somewhere have a secret basement ar- 
mory where they are preparing for the 
“invasion.” 


Six Thousand Interned, 


Counting Germans and Austro-Hunga.- 
rians born in Canada and in Europe, and 
8000 Turkish immigrants, there were 
close to 600,000 of the alien enemy” in 
the Dominion when war was declared. 
Six thousand of these have been in- 
terned. More than half—principally 
Austrian laborers—are in the detention 
camps at their own request because of 
destitution. Of the remainder probably 
not 5 per cent are even suspected of 
having committed hostile acts, but the 
conduct of the few has made life ex. 
ceedingly unpleasant for all Germans in 
Canada. 

No matter how loyal the German- 
Canadian may be, he is suspected and 
watched. False suspicion has ruined 
many a German’s business and ostra. 
cised him. There is siready agitation 
to amend the immigration laws to bar 
all Teutonic peoples after the war. 4 
leading Toronto attorney, whose opin- 
ion is representative of the ultra-radical 
anti-German sentiment in Canada, told 
me in all seriousness that he hopes to 
see every German's property confis- 
cated and every Man, woman and child 
with German blood expelled from Can- 
ada. 

“Some of them have been among my 
best clients,” he added, “but 1 don't 
take their cases any more; they can’t 
get into my office.“ 


This is not, I believe, representative 
of the attitude of the Canadian people 
as a whole. There was more distrust of 
German character than hatred of the 
Germans in the opinions I heard.

Land 
grants were made also to German sol- 
diers of the King’s Legion who fought 
for the British in the Napoleonic war. 
The community spirit and mode of 
life are very similar to that in the od 
German settlements in the Keystone 
State. Berlin is a thriving mantfactur- 
ing town, making almost everything 
from collar buttons to shoes and pickles 
to hardware. It supports 
newspapers. There are 179 manufactur 
ing institutions in Berlin and the ad- 
jacent town of Waterloo, which together 
have 24,000 population. The surround- 
ing country is as well cultivated and 
prosperous as the richest farming sec- 
tions of the states. 


In the war Parliament of last year 
the German member from Waterloo, 
“Billy” Weichel, was selected by his 
fellow members to make the reply to the 
address froni the throne. His popularity 
has not diminished at Ottawa, despite 
the rising tide of resentment against the 
Germans since the Lusitania’s sinking, 
with its heavy toll of.Canadians. The 
community has also at Ottawa a Ger- 
man Senator, Katz, who is highly re- 
spected. 


Berlin is “doing its bit“ manufactur- 
ing war material. Besides, it subscribed 
more liberally to the patriotic fund for 
gupport of soldiers’ families than did any 
city of its size in the Dominion—$8 per 
capita. The only credit Berlin received 
for this from a rabid anti-German was 
the remark: That wasn't a gift, but 
a ransom; the Dutchmen found they 
couldn't sell thel goods, so they got to- 
gether and made a play for popularity.” 


Germans Aid in Relief. 

The Perth County Council, made up 
almost exclusively of Germans, voted 
$32,000 of public moneys to the Patri- 
otic Fund, besides the cost of eight 
machine guns. An average of $1000 per 
township was raised in this county, 
for the same fund by individual sub- 
scriptions. Perth County raised also in

5 New Constitution. 

PEKIN, China, Sept. 22.—The Council 
of State, sitting as the provisional Con- 
gress, advised President Yuan Shi Kai 
today to call a citizens’ convention be- 
fore the end of the present year to act 
on a new constitution, which will set- 
tle the question whether China is to be 
a republic or monarchy. 

The provisional constitution provides 
that a citizens’ convention called by the 
people must approve constitutional 
changes, but the memorandum of thy 
Council of State suggests that Yuan Shi 
Kal may “devise other proper and ada - 


quate means te consult the people’2) 


will with the view that a fundamental 


solution be found. so that.the general}: 
| situation may be settled and the peo- 


ple’s mind be eased.” 

This recommendation transfers the 
responsibility to Yuan Shi’ Kai. It is 
generally believed that he will wall

VOTERS CRITIIS 
PROSECUTOR RALPH 


Special Attorney Employed to In- 
vestigate. Alleged Fraud in 
Bond Election. 


Prosecuting Attorney Ralph of St. 
1. ouis County was sharply criticised by 
members of the Voters’ League of the 
Nitenour School District at Overland 
ark last night for official indifference 
toward the charges of fraud in the 


425,000 bond issue election last 
May. 

The league decided that on account of 
Ralph's indifference it would have to 
rroceed with the investigation itself 
and announced the employment of Ar- 
thur V. Lashly, former Prosecuting At- 
torney of St. Louis County, to institute 
. civil suit to have the bond issue de 
elared invalid. 

Ralph was represented at the meeting 
ty Assistant Prosecuting Attorney No- 
ble, who stated that the reason the 
grand jury had not acted upon the Vot- 
ers“ League's complaint of fraud was 
that the grand jury had, no power to 
open the ballot box, and that the ballots 
were necessary before a fraud investiga- 
tion could be made. 

The Voters’ League, in presenting the 
case to Ralph, pursued the methods suc- 
cessfully employed by fermer Circuit 
Attorney Sager of St. Louis in 1908, when 
he convicted many ballot box stuffers 
by showing that a greater number of 
voters had voted for certain candidates 
in the State primary election than shown 
by the official returns of the judges ana 
clerks. Sager did not have access to the 
ballots, but used the voters as witnesses 
against the accused election judges. 


Report on Theft of Ballots. 

W. 8. Robinson, president of the Vot- 
ers’ League, made a report on the thefi 
of the ballots, which were in the cus- 
tody of the Board of Education, which 
has been under fire since the league 
was organized to investigate the bond 
issue election. He said that G. M. Rin- 
gen, secretary of the board, who hast 
charge of the ballots, made a written 
report to him that the ballots were 
Stolen from the schoolhouse, where they 
had been placed after they were re- 
moved from a bank vault three weeks 
ago. 

Ringen told a Post-Dispatch reporter
